The 1964 figures were high- 


er in all categories citied by 
the bureau, with the exception 
of aggravated assaults in 
Omaha. There were 36 such 
assaults in 1963 and 33 in 1964.

known." 


It was Sunday that state 


troopers turned back hun- 
dreds of Negro marchers by 
the use of clubs and tear gas. 
Gov. George C. Wallace had 
ordered the march be stopped. 


Wasn't There 


King was not present. 


* Tuesday King faced his sup- 
porters, vowed "I must 
march" and placed himself at 
the front of a column of 
marchers thajt stretched for 
three quarters of a mile as 
it wended through city streets. 


The march he made brought 


him face to face with a stern 
Maj. John Cloud, commanding 
a force of more than 100 blue- 
helmeted 
troopers, 
armed 


with billy clubs. Five hundred 
troopers had poured into Sel- 
ma in advance of the march. 


'Highway Safety' 


"This march is hot conduc- 


tive to the safety of those us- 
ing the highways," said Cloud.: 
He spoke, as he stood at the 
head, of a line of troopers 
m'assed Across the. pavement. 
He ordered' the marchers to 
return1 to their church. 


When King tried to discuss 


the matter with htav Cloud 
replied that he had nothing 
more to say "except that the 
march will not cpntinue." 


"Can we have a prayer?" 


asked King. "We would like 
to have a prayer! We have 
some of the greatest religious 
leaders of the nation here. 


"You can have your prayer 


and then r e t u r n to the 
c h u r c h," said Cloud. His 
troopers fell back away from 
the marchers as they knelt 


"We will not interfere with 
the movement." 


King replied: "We are 


aware of the court order ..." 


"I will do nothing to inter- 


fere with this march," said 
Fountain. He then stepped 
aside. King led the m a r c h 
slowly across the steel arch 
of the Edmund Pettus Bridge, 
spanning the muddy Alabama 
at the edge of the Selma bus- 
iness district. 


Sheriff On Bridge

stood Sheriff James G. Clark.

The orchestral playing was 


of high caliber, especially con- 
sidering that only two weeks 
have elapsed since the last 
concert and the weather has 
been most uncooperative for 
rehearsals. 


The Britten work was-re-

Like * snorting, kicking Brahma bull, 


a state income, tax bill has come out of 
committee and onto the floor of the Leg- 
islature. Before it is laid to rest, one 
way or another, it will have been ridden 
by 49 riders. It isn't a very fancy concoc- 
tion but it is accompanied by some frills 
in another bill. 
The income tax measure calls for a 


flat rate, which means that there would 


be only one rate to 
be applied against in- 
comes at aU levels. 
So, if the rate was 
2 percent, it would be 


2 percent for the man making $4,000 a 
year and 2 percent for the man making 
$20,000 a year. This, at first, might not 
look very fair to you but at least take 
the time to figure the deal out. The $4,000 
man, with a $1,200 joint deduction, would 
pay on $3,800 for a total tax of $76. The 
$20,000 man would pay $378, assuming a 
$1,200 deduction for him, too. Thus, the 
bigger income individual would pay $300 
more in state taxes.

If he is, his home has an assessed 


value of $3,000 against which all property 
taxes are levied. The state levy of 9.14 
mills against that assessed value would 
call for a tax of just over $27. On the 
same theory, two and one-half times an- 
nual income, the $20,000 man might be liv- 
ing in a $50,000 home, although this could 
be stretching the rule of thumb a little. 


* 
That $50,000 would have an assessed 


value of $15,000 and be paying a state 
tax of about $137. So, under an income 
tax the $4,000 a year man would go from 
ataxof$27toataxof$76, paying about 
two and three-fourths more than is now 
the case. The $20,000-a-year man would 
go from a properly tax of $137 to an in- 
come tax of $376, paying about two and 
four-fifths more than is now the case. The 
percentage of increase would be a little 
higher for the higher income man but only 
slightly so. And then, there is the ques- 
tion of which man is more able to pay the 
increase, regardless of amounts or per- 
centages. 


A man with $8 can give away $4 much 


easier than a man with $4 can give away 
$2. That is the sticky part of the income 


tax, particularly one that is not graduated 
in its rate, one that does not levy a heavier 
percentage against higher incomes. This 
might explain the fact that some labor 
groups have been opposed to the income 
tax and why farm groups have mostly fa- 
vored it. In the case of the latter, they, 
have large property holdings and small 
incomes. They can easily own property 
running into and beyond the $50,000 mark 
and still have income below $4,000 a year. 
Obviously, the fellow with large property 
holdings and a small income will benefit 
the most from the switch to an income 
tax. Of course, the meaning of such a 
switch for every individual is something 
every individual will have to figure out 
for himself but the above figures might 
provide some guides in arriving at these 
individual situations. 


* 
The income tax, obviously, would be 


of more merit if it were applied with a 
graduated rate according to income. This 
would mean that higher incomes were 
taxed at a higher percentage than lower 
incomes. This is the approach used by 
the federal government 


Yet, compared to a sales tax, even 


the •en-gradaatod laconic tax is to be pre- 
ferred. The sales tax enact touch high in- 
comes when they are put into stocks, 
bonds, savings accounts, etc. It cannot 
touch accumulated wealth, at least until 
it is spent and this can be an awfully 
leag period ef time. 


And despite the fact that many people 


would be paying more under an income 


. 
tax, it still is more 
equitable t h a n the 
property tax. Accom- 
panying the income 
tax bill is a separate 


measure aimed at repeal of the D u i s 
amendment—that provision in our constitu- 
tion which demands the state get put of 
the property tax field whenever it ap- 
proves any other kind of tax. The amend- 
ment is one that denies the state the kind 
of flexibility it ought to have and its pro- 
posed elimination is well worth support- 
ing. 


Coupled with the Duis amendment 


change are provisions for dividing any new 
tax income among the state, local school 
districts and cities. This, too, has merit 
but one wonders if it is a proper con- 
stitutional matter. The same thing could 
be dole through law, which would permit 
the state to change at some time in the 
future should the need to do so ever be- 
come apparent.

Revival And Waste 


Leon Keyserling, economic adviser to 


former President Truman, sees flaws in 
the Johnson administration's tax cut. 


In what he called friendly criticism 


ho expressed the opinion that the tax cut 
was not the, best way to make, war on 
poverty; that it'least half the cut was 
wasted, which is to say that it contrib- 
uted nothing to^ expanded production and 
new job creation. 


Basic to this criticism was the com- 


plaint that the cut, in terms of dollars, 
Dtnefittod those who least needed it, while 
doing very little for those in the low in- 
come braciet. The purpose of the war on 
poverty in Keyserfing's view is to put 
a more solid economic base under the 
very poor. This cannot,be done by enlarg- 
ing the income of the wealthy. 


Keyserling's answer was that a tax cut 


of one half of what it was with the federal 
government reserving the other half for a 
direct attack on poverty would have pro- 
vided training and public work projects 
which did not ensue from the whole cut. 


There could be economic logic in the 


Keyserling position. If the government took 
over all the means of production it could 
use the returns to guide the economy any 
way it wished, but this is a free enter- 
prise country and there are times when 
the high dollar must come second to a 
principle of existence. We would say that 
in this instance if the federal government 
has reserved the means and the authority 
to conduct an effective anti-poverty pro- 
gram and still ftxl enough merit in a tax 
cut that contributed a measurable share 
to an expanded economy, this would bo the 
bettor way. At least it wouldn't be revolu- 
tionary. 


Honor Among Thieves

Viet Nam, Kennan was say- 
in? the United States risks 
bringing Russia and China 
together again and facing the 
two nuclear giants almost 
alone. Asked by Sen. Stuart 
Symington, (D., Mo.), a for- 
mer secretary of the Air 
Force, what would be the 
reaction to American bomb- 
ing of China, Kennan replied: 
". . . it is my feeling that 


in these circumstances they 
would feel themselves com- 
pelled to give military aid to 
China, probably short of get- 
ting in a nuclear exchange 
with us themselves. But in 
the process, I think, Soviet- 
American relations would be 
very seriously damaged for 
a long time to come. 


"The problem we have ov- 


er the next few years with 
the Chinese communist re- 
gime is a tremendously ser- 


help we eaa get aad 1 thtak 
we need precisely *•»«*«•* 
like a decent relationship 
with the Soviet Uaitt. 


"In other words, if we are 


going to cope successfully 
with the Chinese communists 
we must opt if we can — it 
does not lie with us—to have 
one communist adversary 
rather than two. It does not 
help us to force the Russians 
to come down on the Chinese 
side in the conflict against 
us." 


It was no secret that pri- 


vately several of the senat- 
ors around the conference 
table were sympathetic to 
this view. But in the curious 
atmosphere prevailing 
in 


Washington, with pressures 
constantly growing to b a c k 
President Johnson's moves 
in Viet Nam, little or no com- 
ment came from the senator- 
ial side of the table. Simi- 
larly, knowledgeable special- 
ists in the executive branch 
also agree that the greatest 
danger hi Viet Nam may be 
uniting the two communist 
powers. They, too, are silent, 
-since high policy is to push 
the war in Viet Nam to a 
point at which the N o r t h 
Vietnamese will end their 
help for the communist 
guerrillas and presumably 
end the conflict.

Changes in the defense picture result 


in switches in production and away go the 
engineers to find work elsewhere.

year an d 2 i>ercen t for th e man makin g 
$20,000 a year. Th is, at first, migh t n ot 
look very fair to you but at least take 
th e time to figure th e deal out. Th e $4,000 
man , with a $1.200 join t deduction , would 
pay on $3,800 for a total tax of $7 6. Th e 
$20,000 man would pay $37 6, assumin g a 
$1,200 deduction for h im, too. Th us, th e 
bigger in come in dividual would pay $3(K) 
more in state tax es. 
An d wh at would th ese people be get­ 
tin g out of? Th ey would, un der a state in ­ 
come tax as th e situation n ow stan ds, get 
out of a state property tax levy of 9.14 
mills or $9.14 per $1,000 of assessed val- 
n ation . Now th e $4,000 a year In come man 
migh t well be livin g In a $10,000 h ome. 
If h e is, h is h ome h as an assessed 
value of $3,000 again st wh ich all property 
tax es are levied. Th e state levy of 9.14 
mills again st th at assessed value would 
call for a tax of just over $27 . On th e 
same th eory, two an d on e-h alf times an ­ 
n ual in come, th e $20,000 man migh t be liv­ 
in g In a $50,000 h ome, alth ough th is could 
be stretch in g th e rule of th umb a little. 


Th at $50,000 would h ave an assessed 
value of $15,000 an d be payin g a state 
tax of about $137 . So, un der an in come 
tax th e $4,000 a year man would go from 
a tax of $27 to a tax of $7 6, payin g about 
two an d th ree-fourth s more th an is n ow 
th e case. Th e $20,000-a-year man would 
go from a property tax of $137 to an in ­ 
come tax of $37 6, payin g about two an d 
four-fifth s more th an is n ow th e case. Th e 
percen tage of in crease would be a little 
h igh er for th e h igh er in come man but on ly 
sligh tly so. An d th en , th ere is th e ques­ 
tion of wh ich man is more able to pay th e 
In crease, regardless of amoun ts or per­ 
cen tages. 
A man with $8 can give away $4 much 
easier th an a man with $4 can give away 
$2. Th at is th e sticky part of th e in come 


tax , particularly on e th at is n ot graduated 
in its rate, on e th at does n ot levy a h eavier 
percen tage again st h igh er in comes. Th is 
migh t ex plain th e fact th at some labor 
groups h ave been opposed to th e in come 
tax an d wh y farm groups h ave mostly fa­ 
vored it. In th e case of th e latter, th ey 
h ave large property h oldin gs an d small 
in comes. Th ey can easily own property 
run n in g in to an d beyon d th e $50,000 mark 
an d still h ave in come below $4,000 a year. 
Obviously, th e fellow with large property 
h oldin gs an d a small in come will l^n efit 
th e most from th e switch to an in come 
tax . Of course, th e mean in g of such a 
switch for every in dividual is someth in g 
every in dividual wUl h ave to figure out 
for h imself but th e above figures migh t 
provide some guides in arrivin g at th ese 
in dividual situation s. 
★ 
Th e in come tax , obviously, would be 
of more merit if it were applied with 
a 
graduated rate accordin g to in come. Th is 
would mean th at h igh er in comes were 
tax ed at a h igh er percen tage th an lower 
in comes. Th is is th e approach used by 
th e federal govern men t. 
Yet, compared to a gales tax , even 
th e n on -graduated in come tax is to be pre­ 
ferred. Th e sales tax can n ot touch h igh in ­ 
comes wh en th ey 
are put in to stocks, 
bon ds, savin gs accoun ts, etc. It can n ot 
touch accumulated wealth , at least un til 
it Is spen t an d th is can be an awfully 
lon g period of time. 
An d despite th e fact th at man y people 
would be payin g more un der an in come 
tax , it .still is more 
equitable 
t h a n 
th e 
property tax . Accom­ 
pan yin g

— --------------------- tax bill is a separate 
measure aimed at repeal of th e D u i s 
amen dmen t—th at provision in our con stitu­ 
tion wh ich deman ds th e state get out of 
th e property tax field wh en ever it ap­ 
proves an y oth er kin d of tax . Th e amen d­ 
men t is on e th at den ies th e state th e kin d 
of flex ibility it ough t to h ave an d its pro- 
po.sed elimin ation is well worth support­ 
in g.

Leon Keyserlin g, econ omic adviser to 
former Presiden t Truman , sees flaws in 
th e Joh n son admin istration ’s tax cut. 
In wh at h e called frien dly criticism 
h e ex pressed th e opin ion th at th e tax cut 
was n ot th e best way to make war on 
poverty; th at at least h alf th e cut was 
wasted, wh ich is to say th at it con trib­ 
uted n oth in g to ex pan ded production an d 
n ew job creation . 
Basic to th is criticism was th e com­ 
plain t th at th e cut, in terms of dollars, 
ben efitted th ose wh o least n eeded it, wh ile 
doin g very little for th ose in th e low in ­ 
come bracket. Th e purpose of th e war on 
poverty in Keyserlin g’s view is to put 
a more solid econ omic base un der th e 
very poor. Th is can n ot be don e by en larg­ 
in g th e in come of th e wealth y. 
Keyserlin g’s an swer was th at a tax cut 


of on e h alf of wh at it was with th e federal 
govern men t reservin g th e oth er h alf for a 
direct attack on poverty would h ave pro­ 
vided train in g an d public work projects 
wh ich did n ot en sue from th e wh ole cut. 
Th ere could be econ omic logic in th e 
Keyserlin g position . If th e govern men t took 
over all th e mean s of production it could 
use th e return s to guide th e econ omy an y 
way it wish ed, but th is is a free en ter­ 
prise coun try an d th ere are times wh en 
th e h igh d o l l a r must come secon d to a 
prin ciple of ex isten ce. We would say th at 
in th is in stan ce if th e federal govern men t 
h as reserved th e mean s an d th e auth ority 
to con duct an effective an ti-poverty pro­ 
gram an d still fin d en ough merit in a tax 
cut th at con tributed a measurable sh are 
to an ex pan ded econ omy, th is would be th e 
better way. At least it wouldn ’t be revolu­ 
tion ary.

33 Kansas counties. Western 
Power operates in'seven Colo-

A. Of course, we are living 


in a tax civilization and it is 
legitimate to avoid taxes, 
though illegal to evade them 
through false reporting. The 
tax factor of course is not. the 
only consideration. This young 
couple, w h i c h presumably 
makes a joint return, has an 
income of $12,000 a year, [t 
would seem prudent to keep 
some cash reserves for emer- 
gencies in a savings account. 
The amount needed is some- 
what reduced by the fact that 
both are earning incomes. As 
a start, I see no objection lo 
putting ¥2,000 in a seasoned 
mutual fund, and building.up 
such stock holdings through 
periodical thrift. ' 


Q. A Maine professional 


man, aged 72, is considering 
retiring. His total holdings

tingencies. 


You don't indicate the qual- 


ity of your common shares. 
If you are a novice, y o u 
would not be prudent at ven- 
turing in common stocks "aft- 
er the prolonged market rise 
on a do-it-yourself basis. It 
might be sensible to put $20,- 
000 of your savings deposits in 
seasoned "no loud" mutual 
funds.
